He defended tile board of public 
works as an efficient body, and de­ 
clared it was frequently unjustly crit- 
cized. 
He favored the enforcement 
of contract penalties and 
deplored 
newspaper opposition to the enforce­ 
ment of the recent penalty upon C o n ­ 
tractors W ooley & Hanson. 
He cited 
the inefficient high school building as 
a sample of the failure to enforce pen­ 
alties, and declared that at present it 
was unfit for school 
purposes, and 
that many children were sick on ac­ 
count of it" dampness and the failure 
of its heating apparatus to operate 
satisfactorily. 
Th e speaker took occasion to de­ 
clare the office of city comptroller en- 
t rely useless and an unnecessary e x ­ 


pense. 
He asserted that the 
office 
could be tilled by a bookkeeper who 
would be under the supervision of the 
city clerk. 
He said it was possible 
for the city comptroller to act as aud­ 
itor and block some bills to inconven­ 
ience. 
He did not regard the 
city 
comptroller’s office, however, as 
a 
safeguard, in the way of an auditing 
department. 
Mr 
Mahoney also favored the es­ 


tablishment of 
a 
municipal 
court, 
which would permit the instant trial 
of criminal cases, thereby 
avoiding 
the necessity of boarding 
prisoners 
for months, sometimes, and causing 
the county heavy expense. 
At the conclusion of Mr. M ahoney’s 
address there was a hearty round of 
applause. 


Superb Musical Numbers 


Chairman Ray next introduced Ja­ 
cob Reuter, violinist, whose rendition 
of a difficult 
selection brought

house to its feet, almost, in a storm of 
applause.. 
This was one of the best 
numbers on the program and

His mastery of

ments— was clearly demonstrated and 
proved his value as an acquis tion to 
La Crosse musical circles. 
He was 
accompanied on the piano by Oscar 
Prey, the well known artist. 


Newspapers Paramount 


H arry Long, advertising 
manager 
for the Guild Brewing company, was 
next introduced by the speaker and 
spoke in an effective way upon the 
necessity of advertising, as follows: 
“ M y topic, ‘T h e Necessity of A d ­ 
vertising,’ will be handled very brief­ 
ly. 
At this day and age one seldom 
hears the question asked, ‘W hat is the 
necessity of advertising?’— that is of 
the question is applied to com m er­ 
cial houses, because most of us know 
that it is an absolute necessity to most 
lines of business. 
Without advertis­ 
ing it i> almost as foolish as trying to 
kis> a girl over the telephone. 
“ Kingdoms and empires have been 
known to fall for lack of advertising 
in some of its phases. 
Look at our 
most enlightened nations of today and 
you will find that their people are the 
greatest 
advertisers. 
Advertising 
gives a nation prestige; it is a world 
power; it is a magic word, 
If all the 
advertising of our own great republic 
was withdrawn from the newspapers 
for only thirty days there would he 
the greatest panic ever known in Wall 
street. 
Eighty per cent of the con­ 
cerns that fail in business arc those 
who fail to advertise. 


“ Occasionally we hear some 
one 
ask why it is necessary lo advertise a 
city. 
That is ju>t the point we want 
to prod with. 
Advertising, according 
to our old 
friend, 
Noah 
Webster, 
means nothing more nor less than 
giving information or public notice; 
so therefore if it is necessary for our 
manufacturers, our government, and 
our individual states to give this in­ 
formation by carrying on gigantic ad­ 
vertising campaigns at times, it is as 
equally necessary for La Crosse, as a 
c tv, to have an advertising fund cre­ 
ated so that we may let the outside 
world know more of our splendid re­ 
sources. 
T o sum nj) the question in 
a nutshell, I will say that the necessi­ 
ty of advertising is to insure business 
and that among the thousand and one 
schemes 
the 
newspaper 
is 
par­ 
amount.’’

liam Doerflinger on “ Municipal A d ­ 
vertising,” a talk which bristled with 
good things for the future 
of 
La 
Crosse, and told enough of the e x ­ 
periences of other cities of 
similar 
size, to illustrate that much can be 
accomplished rf 
there 
is 
harmony, 
will power and push behind the ef­ 
forts. 


Mr. Doerflinger sounded what many 
regard as the keynote by saying that 
La Crosse people are too easy-going. 
He pointed out that without harmony, 
co-operation and enthusiasm progress 
is impossible, and urged the “ factions” 
to get together for the benefit of La 
Crosse. 
He cited many instances 
of 
the 
methods employed in other cities to 
promote tire growth of the cities, and 
closed his excellent address by paint­ 
ing a glowing picture of La Crosse 


and its advantages. 
His address was 
rousingly applauded. 


The Closing Number 


The closing number on the program 
was a solo by John L. 
Utermoehl. 
And though the final attraction it was 
well placed, leaving as it did a happy

T h e dinner and speeches were con­ 
cluded before 10:30 and there remains 
no doubt it was the most successful 
affair of the kind ever held by the La 
Crosse Board of Trade. 
Mr. Doerflinger’s Address 
The 
Tribune publishes today the 
complete addresses of Mr. Mahoney 
and Mr. Doerflinger, and worthy of 
close study by those w ho were fortu­ 
nate enough to hear them, and those 
who were unfortunate enough to be 
unable to attend the dinner. 
Mr. Doerflinger’s address follows: 
“ In looking over this large gather­ 
ing. I am in vol ti to * l y reminded of a 
little irony that appeared in one of tile 
local papers, to the effect that if the 
members of the Board of Trade would 
take as much interest in the welfare 
of the city of La Crosse as they do 
in the banquet, the city would soon 
be booming. 
Now, I believe there is 
a little truth in that. 
For instance, 
you let our secretary send out notices 
for a special meeting, and in order to 
get a large attendance, let him un­ 
derscore the fact that important meas­ 
ures that arc of vital interest to the 
city of La Crosse will be up for dis­ 
cussion. and see how many will at­ 
tend. 
Perhaps twenty. 
But let him 
send out the announcement that there 
will be a feast, and you see the re­ 
sult here this evening. 
T w o Kinds of Drawbacks 


“ Th e trouble is we are too easy g o ­ 
ing. 
W e all seem to realize the fact 


that something should be 
done 
to 
boost the city, but we are all waiting 
for the other fellow to do it. There are 
those who are satisfied to continue 
with the conditions as they exist in 
our city. 
If you tell them it is really 
retrograding, is making no progress 
whatever, that people are leaving it 
daily and no new ones coming in, that 
other cities are forging ahead of us, 
they will say, ‘Oh, La Crosse is all 
right. 
Y o u will generally find that 
the people who leave, come back be­ 
fore they die.’ 
Now, I don’t believe 
that that is a good argument in favor 
of La Crosse, because it would indi­ 
cate that it is a good place for dead 
ones, and is a nice quiet place to lie 
down and die in. 
Now, we are not 
booming our cemetery. 
It does not 
need it; it is filling up fast enough as 
it is. 
W ha t we want is live ones, live 
people to make a live city. 
W e do not 
care for the fellows that leave 
us 
while they are on earth, and 
only 
come back when they get ready to go 
to heaven. 
“ Then, 
there 
arc 
those 
who 
are 
desperately 
dissatisfied 
with 
La 
Crosse. 
T h e y cannot sec any hope 
for its ever becoming a city of any 
consequence, and in their opinion, La 
Crosse has not a ghost of a show 
of making any 
progress 
whatever. 
T h e y believe that it is a waste of 
time to make any effort to boost La 
Crosse. If any stranger happens along 
and says nice things about our city, 
they spend half a day to 
convince 
him that he is mistaken. 
Now, I be­ 
lieve that these fellows should be in 
the cemetery, under a big monument 
to keep them there.

“ Here is what Paxton did:

W e sold lots to citi­ 
zens of the town and any others who 
cared to invest. 
The proceeds from 
the sale of these lots we intend to 
use for advertising the town and in 
securing whatever industries we can. 
It is the most practical way of raising 
money that we know. 
W e sold the 
lots for $200, asking initial payments 
of $10 with monthly payments of $5 
until paid. 
The purchasers of these 
lots have realized a handsome profit 
on their investment, some of the lots 
selling for $500 to $600. 


“ From the sale of lots in our sub­ 
division we realized between $50,000 
and $60,000. This amount will be used 
to advertise the town to help finance 
new industries.” 


In Niles, Mich., the council came to 
the rescue. 
Here is what Mr. Newman, presi­ 
dent of the Commercial association, 
has to say: 


“ Our association has been greatly 
assisted by the town council. 
Some 
time ago the council was persuaded 
to raise a fund by taxation for public 
town improvements. 
This fund se­ 
cured and appropriated for this pur­ 
pose by the town officials amounted 
to $40,000. 
The money was largely 
invested in farm land adjoining our 
town. 


“ W hen an industry became inter­ 
ested in the opportunities offered by 
our town, we would offer them a site 
on this land. 
If they accepted 
we 
would subdivide some of our adjoin­ 
ing property into lots, and sell thorn 
to the public. 
Many of these lots

“ Between $4,000 and $5^000 is to be 
raised, which will be expended n ad­ 
vertising in first-class magazines and 
periodicals, and perhaps a few of the 
leading newspapers. 
“ In the advertisement, the fact that 
electric power is offered for sale there 
at $15 per horsepower per annum, will 
be stressed. 
It is claimed that no oth­ 
er manufacturing center in America 
sells power so cheap.” 
Yo u will agree with me that we 
ought to have no trouble to meet most 
of these inducements that offered by- 
other cities. 
All we need is publicity. 
N o w there are several ways where­ 
by we can obtain advertising cheaply. 
F'or instance, let me quote you what 
they do in Oklahoma City: 
“ One of our most effective means 
of advertising our town is through the 
medium of the daily papers in some 
of the large cities which are interest­ 
ed in the development of our country. 
“ These news dispatches and editor­ 
ials in the daily papers are supplied 
every two days to the representatives, 
who send them in to their papers, 
usually for a Sunday edition. 
W e tell 
them regarding the crop conditions, 
which very easily leads to a discus­ 
sion of the natural resources and im­ 
provements of our town and country. 
“ For example, not very long ago, 
we had a half-column article in the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, on the outside 
front cover, regarding a corfi carnival. 
This was sent in as a special dispatch 
from our city. 
T h e dispatch 
went 
into detail regarding the carnival, and 
also took opportunity to exploit our 
territory as a corn-producing coun­ 
try. 
O n the outside, in proximity to 
the dispatch regarding the 
carnival, 
was a two-column, half-page cut of a 
large ear of corn, with a photograph 
of George E. Gardner, who is credit­ 
ed by the local business men with 
being so largely responsible for the 
publicity regarding the corn.”

Mr. Mahoney's Paper 


The paper of Mr. Mahoney, w Iff cli 
was indeed a weighty one, deserving 
of close perusal, was as follows: 


Gentlemen of the Board of Trade: 
At the request of the committe ap- 


with a voting population of less than 
two hundred have equal voice in the 
council with the Fourth, Fourteenth, 
First, Eighth, 
Seventeenth, 
Eight­ 
eenth, Third and Fifteenth, that have 
almost double their population. 
This, 
in my judgment, is an injustice. 
The 
Member-hip of the county board has 
proven t j be no advantage and the 
cor tv members control the county 
board, and it would therefore seem 
to be no object to maintain so many 
wards -i the c ly of La Crosse. 
I do 
nof^ believe, however, with those who 
are in fa\<>r of a smaller membership 
in the council, 
A smaller number of 
men would not be so apt to repre­ 
sent the wishes of the people as* a 
larger body, and if the city ever did 
reduce the number of wards, I, for 
one, would not be in favor of reduc­ 
ing the number of members in the 
common council. 
The dividing of the city into wards 
in the revision of 1889 seems to me 
to have been done with more refer­ 
ence to the political complexion of 
the common council than to equal rep­ 
resentation. 
Our charter provides that certain 
officers, to-wit: 
the 
mayor, 
clerk, 
tax commissioner, comptroller and al­ 
dermen, must be freeholders within 
the city limits when elected and dur­ 
ing their several terms. 
In my judg­ 
ment. this is a provision of the char­ 
ter that is frequently violated in spi­ 
rit as well as in fact and is of no prac­ 
tical benefit. 
I can name several offi­ 
cers and aldermen who have 
b^en 
members of the common council who 
have borrowed a piece of ground in 
order to enable them to qualify, and 
I know of certain city officers and al­ 
dermen who did this thing that were 
among the best officers the city ever 
had. 
I also know of certain officers 
who have had tiffs qualification who 
i 


performed their duties faithfully, effi­ 
ciently and honestly, and have as a 
whole, conducted the affairs that were 
entrusted to them in a better manper 
than would have been done 
undo* 
other systems. 
The criticism heaped 
upon these officers are usually unjust 
and uncalled for and arc the result of 
disappointment 
appointments, pol­ 
itical opposion, and from parties who 
have been affected by the just artion 
of the hoard. 
The impression pre­ 
vails that the board of public works 
is inefficient and that failures in pub­ 
lic works and failures to do things 
arc on account o f incompetency op 
lack of ability on the part of the 
board. 
This. is not true. 
The boajd 
of public works is hemmed in by a 
most rigid set of rules. 
It has no au­ 
thority to originate ‘anything and is 


there are influential people on 
the 
bond of the contractor or interested 
in his success or failure. 
In my judg­ 
ment the best move that has been 
made in recent times is the enforce­ 
ment of the penalty 011 contract. 
No 
instance has yet been known when the 
city of La Crosse did not give ample 
time for the completion of the work 
laid out in the contract, and the fail­ 
ure to go ahead and do the work is 
the fault of the contractor. 
It is gen­ 
erally a holdup on the laboring clas­ 
ses of the city t compel them to ac­ 
cept starving wages.

Th e doctor who never makes

and then makes a guess as to the nature of the malady, m ay be set down 
as a poor 
physician, from whatever school he comes and wherever he be 
found. But the real fact of the matter, as to Osteopathic treatment,

Ample provision for the construc­ 
tion of our water works system is 
provided in Chapter 9 of our charter. 
T h e city has long since taken ad­ 
vantage of this law and has put in a 
municipal water works system.

system is a very good one and has 
been extended from time to time un­ 
til the city is well supplied with water. 
It is a well known fact that this water 
is unlit for domestic use and efforts 
have been made front time to time to 
remedy this evil. 
T w o years ago an 
expert hydraulic engineer and chem ­ 
ist was employed to make an examin­ 
ation and suggest what sort of a plant 
would be best to give the city of La 
Crosse good water. 
Th e question was 
taken up at the wrong time, upon the 
eve of an election, and a1! sorts of 
graft talk was indulged in and much 
prejudice existed. 
Th e question of 
bonding the city was submitted to a 
vote of the people and the political

It takes one 
term of two years to have the tax 
commissioner, no matter how bright 
lie may be, to become 
thoroughly 
familiar with the duties of his office. 
A s to the assessors I would suggest 
that two good men be selected. 
That 
the members of the republican party 
in the common council select one and 
the members of the democratic party 
select the other, and if 
these 
men 
prove t obe competent that it be the 
unwritten law of the council that these 
men be kept in office just as long as 
they will serve, and that instead of 
serving three months they be hired 
for the entire year and that their en­ 
tire time be devoted to the business 
of assessing property. 
This will give 
them plenty of opportunity to note 
every change in the value of real es­ 
tate, every improvement made, every 
change in stock valuations, and it will 
will give them an opportunity to note 
the various claims made by taxpayers 
and these claims can be met by per­ 
sonal investigation. 
It will be a sav­ 
ing of money to the city. 
It will not 
be bartering the office of assessor for 
political service at the expense of the 
public. 
W hile I am a partisan and 
believe that it is necessary in 
this 
country to have at least two strong 
political parties, I believe there are 
cases like the fire department and po­ 
lice department and the assessing de­ 
partment of a city where the inter­ 
ests of the public should be consid­ 
ered of far more importance than the 
belnetit of any political party or pol;- 
ticians, hence the above suggestion. 
In a city like this where there are 
several thousand assessments 
made 
without the attention of the assessor 
being called specially to the property, 
errors will be made, but when asses­ 
sors are kept in office year after year 
they become so familiar 
w th 
the 
property of the city that they will 
know immediately what the real value 
of it is and if any injustice is done 
they will readily right it. 
There is 
another reason for keeping assessors 
in office. 
Taxpayers are rather deli­ 
cate about petitioning the 
common 
council for reductions in assessments. 
Assessors will discover after the as­ 
sessment rolls are placed in the hands 
of the treasurer that through inad­ 
vertence or mistake errors have been 
committed and that some 
taxpayers 
will have to pay more than their just 
share. 
If these assessors 
are 
con­ 
tained in office these assessments can 
be noted and in the next year’s as­ 
sessment allowance can be made so 
that the taxpayer will be treated just 
ly, and being continued in office, these 
allowances are in the minds of the as­ 
sessors and after reductions have been 
made so as to equalize the taxes, the 
property of the third year 
can 
be 
placed back to what it should be. 
E very year a great deal of money is 
lost to the city in the personal proper­ 
ty tax. 
T h e short time allowed the 
assessors does not permit of 
their 
viewing all tlrs property personally 
or going to every house the secom 
time when the house is locked up 
and the people away, and as a result 
copies of the assessment of the year 
before are made and sometimes peo­ 
ple have already left the city, and on 
the basis of this assessment our equal­ 
ization of county taxes is made and as 
a result we have to divide with the 
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county on a larger basis than that on 
which we collect. 
Chapter i i relates to the police de­ 
partment and as the police 
depart­ 
ment is now tinder the Fire and P o ­ 
lice commission it is not really a part 
of our charter. 
Th e fire department is treated in 
chapter 12 and it stands in the same 
relation to the city as the police de­ 
partment. 


Public Schools 


Chapter 13 of the present charter 
is the school law. 
Since the founda­ 
tion o f La Crosse the administration 
of public schools has been as good as 
in any other city of the state. 
True, 
there has been some criticism from 
certain quarters of the early admin­ 
istration of the school laws of the 
city of La Crosse, but I imagine that 
the present school system as it e x ­ 
ists today is not the result of great 
work on the part of any one man or 
set of men hut is the result of the 
same evolution that has taken place 
in every community of the state. The 
school system in vogue fifty years ago 


we are supposed to have arrived at a 
system that is as near perfect as can 
Jo devised. 
There arc many fads in 
our school today which are not a part 
of our system. 
There are also many 
things criticized which are deserving 
of criticism, but taking all things into 
consideration, our school system is as 
good as any in the state. 
W hen the charter was adopted a 
imit was placed upon the amount for 
which the city could be bonded in 
any one year to $20,000 for 
school 
purposes. 
This law w’as superceded 
jy a law passed in 1895. 
W hen the 
city set out to build the new high 
school its officers were still under the 
impression that that law was iii vogue. 
W hen the present city attorney came 
into office the impression still 
pre­ 
vailed that our charter was still in 
force but after an investigation I ad­ 
vised the common council and also 
the school board that the city could 
bond up to the limit regardless of the 
charter as the charter of all 
cities 
working under special law had been 
repealed or superseded in 
1895 and 
that my opinion was correct has been 
endorsed by the bonding companies 
which have purchased our bonds for 
the last four years. 
W e had a similar 
law in relation to sewer and water, 
limiting the bonded indebtedness to 
$25,000 in one year, but we have on 
w o or three different occasions issued 
bonds largely in excess of that for 
these purposes in one year and they 
have been readily purchased by the 
bonding companies. 
Code of Procedure 


Th e city of La Crosse has a muni­ 
cipal court presided oved by an offi­ 
cial known as just ce of the peace for 
the city at large. 
His jurisdction is 
so limited that the court has but lit­ 
tle to do outside of enforcing the pen­ 
alties provided in the various city or­ 
dinances. 
A salary almost sufficient 
to command the service of a judge all 
the time is provided for this office 
and it would seem to me that tbi-> 
branch of the city government ought 
to be given additional jurisdiction so 
that cases involving amounts up to 
$50 in civil actions*conld be tried, ju- 
isdiction over divorce cases, mechan- 
c’s liens, and many other minor cases, 
and that all cases of a criminal juris­ 
diction might be tried in this court, 
and it would save thousands of d o l ­ 
lars every year in expenses 
to 
the 
county of La Crosse. 
Prisoners now 
who are unable to give bond have to 
ie in jail for several months at a time 
awaiting trial, whereas, if we had a 
municipal court with power to sen­ 
tence to the state’s 
prison, 
speedy 
trials might be had and the expense 
of keeping prisoners might be saved. 
Disqualification and Impeachment 
Sd far a> I can learn no officer of 
the city of La Crosse has ever been 
impeached. 
Vet there is ample power 
in the c ty charter to dispense with 
the services of an incompetent offi 
cer or one w ho repeatedly neglects to 
perform the duties of his office. 
As 
a rule no necessity has ever been o c ­ 
casioned for the exercise of this rule 
but if the occasion arose the provis 
ions of this chapter should he taken 
advantage of. 
In 
this chapter will 
be found the provision which prevents 
any city officer or alderman from be 
coming directly or indirectly interest­ 
ed in any contract with the city. Our 
charter was to some extent modeled 
after the Milwaukee city charter. The 
same provision 
is contained in .the 
Milwaukee city charter with this ad 
dition, that it did not apply to pur 
chases iii the open market. 
This sec­ 
tion of our charter has been repeated 
ly violated, however, in no case, to 
m y knowledge, detrimental to the city. 
If this particular section of the city 
charter was strictly complied with no 
merchant or business man who would 
have occasion to sell a loaf of bread, a 
gallon of oil, a pound of nails, or t( 
do a little printing, would be entitled 
to a seat in the common council, even 
if that printing was done in the name 
of a corporation and the alderman was 
simply a stockholder. 
I do not be­ 
leve that city officers ought to be 
directly interested in 
city contracts 
where the city might be taken ad 
vantage of, but where purchases are 
made in the open market or where 
contracts are let by a 
disinterested 
board to the lowest responsible bid­ 
der even should a city officer be a 
small stockholder, or where tile firm 
bidding may have a stockholder in the 
common council, it should 
not
